REVIEW OF NEW BOOKS.

Dattas Gavsparrn, A Novel. By Mrs. R,
Harding Davis. Published by J. B. Lippin-
cott & Co.

This story, which excited much attention
during its serial publication in Lippincott's
Magazine, has now been issued in book form.
As a work of art “Dallas Galbraith™ is a de-
elded advanoe over Mrs. Davis’ pravious worlka:
the style iz vigorons and compaot, the atory is
anenonmbered with an unnecessary word, and
it shows more self-confidence and less self-
oonsclonsness than anything that has yet come
from this author's pen, and it will advance
her far towards a front-rank position among
American flotion-writers., It is gratifying to
geo that the day Is at hand when our novel-
ists no longer consider it necessary to hamper
themselves with Boglish precedents, but that
they are able to find the subjeots of romanca
amid the stirring scenes and living men and
women of American soolety of the present
day. “Dallas Galbralth” is an American
novel in every sense of the word; and what-
ever is strange and weird aboul it is due to
the genins of the writer, who understands the
art of throwing a halo of romance about the
soenes, incidents, and people of our every-day
life. Mrs. Davisdoes not deal in puppets: her
eharacters are characlers with a atamp of in-
dividaality in each of them, from the firat to
the last. The plot of the story is subordi-
nated to the develspment of the characters,and
it is in her ability to draw intellectual por-
traits of real men and women that we con-
sider Mrs, Davis’ claims to & high rank as a
fiction-writer mainly rest. The story, how-
ever, Is deeply interesting on its own acconnt,
albeit we think that the conclusion slightly
savors of the melo-dramatio, We have not
the disposition to quarrel with the anthor
about a point which is after all pretty much a
matter of individual taste, especially where
there is 8o much excellence to be commended;
and we take pleasure in expressing the
opinion that *“Dallas Galbraith' is not only
the best of Mrs. Davis' works, bat that it is
one of the strongest and most vigorous Ame-
rican novels ever written.

Recoruecriose oF A Bosy Live. By Horaoce
Greeley. Published by J. B. Ford & Co.,
New York. Philadelphia agents: Charles 5.
Greene & Co., No. 413 Chesnut strest.

The life of Horace Greeley has been a busy
one, and no prominent American of the pre-
sent day has exerted or does exerla mora
widespread influence than he. Whether right
or wrong, Mr, Greeley has never hesitated to
express his opinions in the freest and most
decided manner; and friends and enemies alike
eoncede to him a thorongh honesty of purpose,
whether they coincide with him on all points
or not. That such a man as Horace Greeley
should make enemies is necessary, and for the
last thirty years he has enjoyed the fortune of
being the best abused individual in the Usited
Btates. Not being as thick-skinned as some
of his contemporaries, Mr. Greeley is often
stnng to the quick by the vituperations of his
opponents, and he does not hesitate to reply
in the same style that he is attacked. Through
all the vicissitudes of fortume, however,
amid ull the great political changes
that kave passed over the country
during the time that he has bheen
actively engaged in the hottest of the fight—
always battling for what he belisves to be the

right—his {nvincible integrity has obtained
for him the confidence and esteem of the
public, even among those who differ with him
most decidedly.

The papers entitled ‘‘Recollections of a
Busy Life,” mow published in book form,
weae originally written for the New ¥ork
Ledger. When first applied to by Mr. Bonner
for a series of biographical reminiscences, Mr.,
Gireeley positively refased to farnish them;
but on mature deliberation he concluded that
he had an opportunity offered him to commu-
nicate to thousanda of readers, many of them
young persons, information which would be of
practical value, and he accordingly recalled his
hasty negative, and commenced writing his
Recollections in the intervals of mora pressing
engsgements. These papers give the history
of Mr. Greeley's struggles for an ednoation,
struggles for & living, and stroggles and tri-
nmphs in his efforts to establish himself in &
position of influence and usefulness. The
volume before us contains gome additional
papers, and those previously published have
been revised and amended. A number of in-
teresting and valnable essays on varions sub-
Jects are also given as an appendix, together
with the entire disoussion on the sabject of
Marriage and Divorce between Mr. Greesley
and Robert Dale Owen, whioh wag carried on
in the columns of the Tribune in 1860,

We find many passages of interest in this
volume, which we would like toset bafore our
readers if our space would admit; and amid
such a variety the diffionlt is to make a galeo-
tion. We give as a sample, however, the
following sensible remarks from the essay
entitled ‘““Literature asa Vocation,"" as worthy
the attention of those who aspire to fams and
position in the republio of letters, and who
think that their genins is unappreciated if
they do not obtain immediate snovess:—

mon ouse, H not the sroaker's warnlng that
the world overflows with books and anllors—
80 i1 did in Bolomon's tme; yothow many very
ones, that mankind eonld hardly spare,
uvebeen written since! Troly, the aniverse
is full of light, and has been these of

yeere; yot, for all that, we conld nol dlapense
With the sunsbine of wo-morrow, whether as a
realization or a8 an nesarin prn{iwunn. Never
bellove those who tell you tﬁat our ranoe ke kar-
felted with tehohers, that thalr present needs
are material only, not spiritual, and that your
bumble lay will be drowned by the orashing
volume of the world's great choral harmonles;
for i\l you have something to say, and do really
say it, never doubt that It will find or make its
WAy L0 the eyes and hearis of those (itted o ap-
preciate and enjoy 1t.

“But the real rrle:lky.me one great souroe
of disa intment and mortifioation in the

remlses, is this—of the legions who aspire to

each and sing, only & very amall proporilon do
#0 from any hearty, intrinsic essential love of
the work, while the great muititude seek pri-
marily and mainly thelr own glory or nn-
dizgement rather than the good of their kind.
They aspire to be leachers, not becauss the
worid needa to be uugnt.hnt'booluu they most
somehow be fed. Minlm’s ‘lays' are lnsplred
by his laziness, and nol by any of the Muoses,
who would be tortured by his Invoostions if
they id any sort of heed to his twanging.
Crotchet's treatise on Hydraulloa and Dyna-
mics wulm[;alled by the vacnum in his own
stomach ratbher than by nnf painful sense of
defloleney or error in ar eonceptions of
patural sclence,. Van mer's 'Travels' wore
constrained b{ the slern alternative of qultting
his native soll or cultivating it; he ls enabled to
tell us how the Camanches grow corn, or tho
Mobaves kharvest beans, through his own Invin-
olble repughance to asslsting in elther process

¢tuch thing; if he had one, the mighty eple
would bave henceforth been Simmons' ‘Para-
dise Lost,” not Milton's, No such poem was
ever written for pounds, few or many, nor aver
can be, The author soid only the privilege of
multlpl.rlnf the coples for the few years
wherein his right of property in bls work was
a;oleeted by law; but the poem was still Mil-

n's, and s0 must remaln while time shall
endure. Trade and Law are mighty in their
several spheres; but both together are powerloss
Lo vest the proper ownership of ‘Paradise Lost’
in anybody else than John Milton."

The volume before us is very handsomely
gotten up, the typography is excellent, and it
is illustrated with a fine steel portrait of Mra.
Greeley, & fucsimile of a letter written by
him to the publishers, which gives an exocel_
lent idea of his peculiarly unintelligible chi-
rography, a number of wood-cnuts of Mr. Gree-
ley's various homes, and a portrait of Marga-
ret Faller.

—From G. W. Pi'cher, No. 805 Chesnut
street, we have roceived “Smoking and Drink-
ing,” by Jamea Parton. Published by
Ticknor & Jields. The three essays, entitled
“Does it pay to smoke;”’ “Will the coming
man drink wine?"’ and ‘“Inebriate Asylums,
and a visit {o one,” originally appeared in the
Atlantic Monthly during the past year; and
they have been extensively copled, either in
whole or in part, in most of the newspapers
of the country. It is the great fault with
most reformers, aud particularly with
most  moral reformers, that they
allow their enthusiasm to rnn away with their
judgment; they make no allowances for the
weaknesses and infirmities of human nature,
and the consequence is that they repel rather
than attract those #hom they desire to convert.
Mr, Parton is a reformer gifted with common
sense, and his papers on the subjects of
emoking and drinking will be read with
respect and attention even if they make no
tonverts. We have no hesitation in saying
that the esgay entitled '*Will the coming man
drink wine 7"’ and ‘‘Inebriale Asylums, and a
visit to ome,”” are the best temperance traots
we have ever geen; and as such we recommend
them to thoge who are particalarly interestsd
in rescning drunkards and in persuading the

| young men of their acquaintance to shun the

vice of intemperance.

—James B8, Claxton, No. 1214 Chesnut
street, tends us ‘‘The Experiences of Tom and
Barah Neal” and ‘“How to Comquer,” two
nicely illustrated and attractive juvenile
storles. The books for young people publizhed
by Mr. Claxton are always characterized by a
heslthy religions and moral tons, which ren-
ders them eminently snitable for the libraries
of Bunday Bchools as well as for family
reading.

The
maln stand, faciug Broadway, was the centre of at-
traction outside of Tuammany Hall Tue crowd
stretchied completely down Broadway to Eleventh
street., The spacions thoroughlare was well filled.

The meeting al Tammany Hall was held In the spa-
clous room in which the deliberations of the Demos
¢ratiec Conventlon were conducted. General Baldy
Bmith presided; and, epesaking as the rapresenuta-
tive of hundreds of soldiers who had risked their livea
in the war, he declnred it to be his opinion thut the

resulls of the war wonld be logt uniess there wus au
eutire change in the policy of the goverument.

Hon, Ssnford E, Church was the next spe aker, and
argued that the contrallzition polley of the Radicals,
unlesa checked, would yesult Iu depriving the lurger
Slates, eich as New York, Olilo and Pennsylvavia, of
preponderanee in the afMiirs of the government that
properly belonged to them, In consideration of thelr
numbers, resotirces and the amount eontributed by
them to the support of the goversment.

This evenlog’s Republican publishes a letter
from an eye witness, who states that last Moo«
day three of the Seymour Knights went (o the
residence of and severely whipped Mr. Benlley,
editor of the Progress, and a prominent leader
of the Bepublican party. Caase, alleged publi-
cation of an article to which they objected.
News of the whipping of Bentley rapidly spread,
and the eolored people commenced assembling,
armed, but were prevailed on by Beutley aud
others to return to their homes and keep quict.
The Kebels then sent out armed patrols to the
varlous plantations to disarm every Unlonist,
which they did, according to their own showing,
killing one hundred and wonuding fif:y, Armeld
patrols of so-called Democratls still hold posses-
sion of the country.

This evening’s Zimes publishes an account of
an outroge at Shreveport, resulting in the
